Postal Service 
Warns Pranksters 


About Mail Boxes 


_The Postal Inspection Ser- 
vice warns pranksters to leave 
mail boxes alone unless they 
want to face prosecution. It 
is a violation of Federal law 
to injure, destroy or do dam- 
age to a letter box, or any 
other receptacle used to re- 
ceive mail or to deliver it. 
Likewise, it is a violation of 
Federal law to damage, open, 
or otherwise tamper with any 
mail in mail boxes. The Postal 
Inspector in Charge at Chat 
tanooga, Tennessee, has stated 
that a thorough investigation 
will be made of any complaint 
about damaged mail boxes or 
mistreatment of mail therein, 
and a full report of the invest- 
igation will be presented to 
the Department of Justice. 
The maximum penalty for 
violating this law is a $1,000 
fine, or three years in prison.

To Taxpayers of Over $45,000,000 


Approval of a proposed loan sought by Alabama Electric Cooperative to build a 
steam electric generating plant and related transmission lines, which would not bring elec- 
tricity to anyone to whom electricity is not available, would mean a financial loss of 
$45,504,808 to the taxpayers of Alabama and the Nation. 


This staggering loss was shown by unrefuted evidence which Alabama 
Power Company introduced as the hearing on the proposed loan was 
concluded before the Director of Finance of the State of Alabama. 


The tremendous burden to be imposed on the taxpayers should the loan be approved 
would consist of unreimbursed interest cost to the Federal Government and tax losses to 
the State and Local Governments and to the Federal Government. 

The interest loss would occur since the loan, if approved, would be made to Alabama 
Electric Cooperative at an interest rate of 2 per cent, even though the Federal Govern- 


ment pays at least 4 per cent for long term funds it borrows. 


Thus, the taxpayers generally would pay at least half the interest 
cost if the loan is approved. 


Tax losses would result since Alabama Power Company pays a number of taxes which

Evidence presented before the Director of Finance by Alabama Power Company showed 


the compounded interest and tax loss to be $45,504,808 during the life of the proposed 


loan. 


Even if public funds are loaned to the cooperative and -these vast 
sums in interest and tax losses are borne by the taxpayers of Alabama 
and the Nation, there will be no savings to anyone . . . not even the 
customers of Alabama Electric Cooperative. All taxpayers, including 
the Co-op’s customers, will lose. This is not only waste; it is de- 


structive waste. 


The hearing conducted on the proposed loan before the Alabama Director of Finance 
is ended. There has not been a single valid reason advanced to justify approval of the loan, 


Spending of tax funds without public benefit makes no sense. 


If you believe the loan should not be approved and you haven't yet 
stated your objections, we hope you will express your disapproval 
to the Director of Finance, State Capitol, Montgomery, Alabama.

community, state, or nation? 
Many attempts have been 


made recently to point the way 
toward greater wealth and pro- 
sperity for Alabama and her 
citizens. Industrialization has 
been stressed as one road to 
these goals. Some have suggest’ 
ed better utilization of Ala- 
bama’s vast natural resources. 
Others say better education is 
the key to greater wealth and 
higher standards of living 

What are the key factors in 
achieving the higher income 
levels so diligently sought by 
individuals, states, and na- 
tions? How does a community, 
State or nation mobilize for 
increased wealth and prosper- 
ity? 

Rich and extensive natural 
resources do not necessarily 
guarantee wealth. This fact 
has been proven in Brazil, Mex- 
ico, and Columbia which are 
rich in natural resources, but 
low in per capita income. As 
late as 1954, per capita income 
in these. countries was only 
about $200 per year. Per capi- 
ta income in Denmark and Swi- 
tzerland is high in comparison 
to that of other countries, yet 
these two countries are very 
poor in natural resources. So 
natural resources alone do not 
provide the key to higher stan- 
dards of ilving. 

It is clear that education is 
a factor related to levels of 
wealth. Educational achieve- 
ment of the people in Brazil, 
Mexico, and Columbia is very 
poor. Great riches in natural 
resources result only in low 
capita income in these

Per capita income in 
the United States is about nine 
tinles as great as in Brazil, 
Mexico, and Columbia where 
extensive natural resources 
exist but where educational a- 
chievement is low. 

Dr. P. P. Claxton, who serv- 
ed as U.S. Commissioner of 
Education, developed a formu- 
la for estimating the wealth

Material Resources x Native 
Ability of People x Acquired. 

Ability (Education) - Wealth 
Producing Power. 

Claxton’s formula makes it 
possible to compare the vari-

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may get a surprise come Nov 
6. It looks now that from one 
to three Republican congress- 
men may be elected instead of 
some of the men, now in con- 
gress, 

So far as I have heard it 
discussed, every single expres- 
Sion has been that the voter 
expects to vote for the three 
Republican candidates for con- 


gress. Of course, it will not be ! 


that solid on election day but 
as it looks now we're going to 
have to wait until the votes 
are counted. Heretofore, it was 
known before as well as after 
the election what the results 
would be. But it isn’t so cer- 
tain this time. 

The four Alabama congress- 
men who voted to encourage 
the Kennedys to do what they 
have done in Mississippi have 
it coming to them.

BRUTALITY OF THE 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
IN MISSISSIPPI 

The Kennedy subservients to 
the NAACP, John and Bobby, 
accused Mississippi officials in- 
cluding Governor Barnett of 
causing rioting at the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi. But the evi- 
dence proves the opposite; it 
proves that the Kennedys are 
the cause of the whole thing 
from the beginning to the end. 

If there had been no evi- 
dence except what Governor 
Barnett said to support the op- 
posite of what the Kennedys 
said, when the general charac- 
ter of the principals is consid- 
ered we would have to decide 
in favor of the Governor. But 
we are not left without evid- 
ence to support the charges of 
Mississippi that the Federals 
were the cause of the rioting. 
They did things to provoke 
trouble, They did it from the 
beginning and are still doing 
it. 

We are not left to judge of 
it solely on the testimony of 
Southerners who the brute 
Federals would say were bias- 
ed and prejudiced. There is 
testimony from witnesses from 
the North testifying with Sou- 
therners that the Federals pro- 
voked the trouble which led 
of two deaths and the wound- 
ing of seventy-five others, 
some seriously. 

A letter from a student from 
the North to his Mother and 
Dad published in the U. S. 
News & World Report dated 
October 22, 1962, gives an eye- 
witness account of the start 
and seriousness of the trouble. 

To make political capital, 
and draw a flood of letters 
“endorsing” the brutal action 
of the Kennedys, they accused 
Mississippi, but the facts tell 
a different story. 

According to the Northern 
student’s letter, Bobby’s mar- 
shals started the rough stuff 
when, without warning, they 
began firing tear-gas shells in- 
to crowds of students curious 


| to see what was going on, 
| firing tear-gas shells into the 
| crowds without regard to sex, 


age or uniform, and without 
regard to their peacefulness. 
Nobody but the sole Negro, 
James H. Meredith, had any 
civil rights to meet anywhere 
or any time. 

The student from the North 
in his letter to his Mother and 
Dad said there had been some 
jeering but no violenre until 
the Federal marshals began 
firing tear-gas shells. He said 


| the marshals with tear-gas 


guns, tear-gas grenades, revol- 
vers, and riot guns, and were 
wearing gas masks. Evidently, 
they had gone to the campus 
of Mississippi’s pride under 
a plot to make a littered mess 
of it and from all accounts 
they succeeded. The greatest 
“violence” committed by any- 
body on the campus before 
the marshals let loose was that 
someone threw a Coke bottle 
onto the Lyceum steps, and 
one or two more bottles fol- 
lowed after which there was a 
pause, and it looked as if 
things were settled down. 

Then all at once, according 
to the student’s letter, one of 
the marshals fired a tear-gas 
gun point-blank into the stu- 
dents. The crowd immediately 
broke up, but the marshals 
kept firing directly into clus- 
ters of the running students. 
Then the Federal broke ranks 
and continued firing tear gas 
as they chased the students. 
The State police were forced 
to flee with the crowd. S____ 
saw one of the marshals aim 
at a State trooper and fire a 
tear-gas shell which struck 
the trooper in the head, knock- 
ing him out. 

“By this time, I was out of 
range of the tear gas. I glanced 
backward and saw four co-eds 
running from the smoke. Two 
of the girls were able to stag- 
ger on; the other two collapsed 
from the fumes. I joined four 
other boys and together we 
carried the girls out of the 
smoke. 

“Other students were over- 


| come by the fumes, coughing, 


choking and vomiting as tears 
ran from their blinded eyes. 


| The marshals pursued the stu- 
} dents to the Confederate stat- 
| ute and completely cleared the 


circle, smashing students’ cars 
with night sticks and gun 
stocks and clubbing students 
who were overcome by the 


fumes. Several students were | 


hit by tear-gas shells. including 


tions of what he had told his 
Mother and Father. He told 
them it was written by a rep 
resentative of the newspaper 
who was present when the ri- 
oting began. The student went 
on to say of the Memphis news- 
paper report, “It will verify 
what I told you: that there was 
no rioting or mob violence un- 
til federgl marshals fired into 
the students, without warning, 
without any plea to leave, with 
out discretions as to sex, age, 
or uniform.” 

The newspaper clipping said: 

“It was the tear gas which 

changed hundreds of stu- 

dents from a college crowd 
into an unreasoning mob. 

Most of the students had 

been orderly, up until the 

marshals started firing 

tear-gas projectiles at 8 

last night. Then hundreds 

of students went wild.” 

A friend of this columnist 
had a son in the service who 
was caught in the big military 
drive against one of the sover- 
eign (used to be sovereign) 
states of the Union. His dad 
told me some of what went on. 
Many soldiers were there be- 
cause the government had 
guns at their backs and they 
were forced to go. Then when 
the trouble got under way, he 
said a soldier couldn’t buy a 
bite to eat or to drink in any 
place in the town. He said the 
people utterly refused to serve 
them, and that the one who 
was as much opposed to being 
there as the people were at 
having them there, had to take 
the same treatment that those 
who caused it got. It was like 
the story in the little school 
book of long ago, about the 


good getting in the company . 


of bad dogs and got beaten up 
the same as they. He said, 
however, that when they got 
away from there, even his of- 
ficers told the boys how wrong 
it was. I predict that there 
will come some more General 
Walkers out of the Mississippi 
affair. And I hope there will 
come about twenty-five thous- 
and of them. 

Reports of further evidence 
of justification of criticism of 
Little Bobby’s big-booted offi- 
cials at the University of Mis- 
sissippi are that they are now 
undertaking to indoctrinate 
the students of the University 
to the acceptance of their idea 
of government by force, the 
kind of government that is the 


absolute opposite of Democ- } 


racy. A few more such cases 
and there will be a Federal 
officer to force co-eds to ac- 
cept the society of men “with- 
out regard to race, creed or 
color”. There is no limits to 
the law of force. All degrees 
of brute force awaits the peo- 
ple of the United States in ev- 
ery sort of thing just a bend 
or two down the road. It is 
coming and it isn’t far away. 
We have an example of the 
bestial fare awaiting us in the 
case of four Troy men who fell 
into the hands of the Federals 
at the University of Mississippi 
all because they were white 
men and had come that way. 
As reported by the Troy Mes- 
senger, the four men were 
stopped on the out-skirts of 
the town, arrested after pre- 
liminary questioning and car- 
ried without trial to a small 
shed having a concrete floor 
where they underwent 18 hours 
of physical torture. The shed 
was estimated by the men to 
be about 10 by 12 feet, and 


the four and seventy-three oth- 


er men were formed to occu- 
py the small shed. 

The report of the brutal 
treatment given them by the 
Federals says: “All were fore- 
ed to sit on the concrete floor, 
arms locked around their 
drawn-up knees, eyes straight 
ahead. Their instructions were 
to sit down, stay still, keep 
head erect, back straight, eyes 
open, not to talk. All the group 
confirmed the fact that those 
orders were strictly carried 
out. “If you think you want 
to put a smile on your face, 
we'll be glad to knock it off 
for you,” one of the group was 
told. 

“One father and son (not 
from Troy) who'had bees hunt- 
ing in the nearby woods were 
held in the shed. The boy, be- 
tween 12 and 14 years of age, 
witnesses said, fell asleep and 
was clubbed by the guards to 
such an extent that he requir- 


ed stitches in hir head. Whenj 


his father protested the treat- 
ment, he also was clubbed un- 
til he told the marshall, ‘I like 
it’. Members of wedding party 
in tuxedoes were stopped, forc- 


ed along with all the others§ 


to sit on the floor, and kept 
from the wedding.
